NE OF THE persistent questions 

asked the American in India is 

“What does the United States 
know about us?” The natural retort of 
the American librarian is “What books 
on India should we have in our libraries?” 
Dr. P. M. Joshi, Librarian of the Univer- 
sity of Bombay, attempted to answer this 
query and is largely responsible for the 
selection of titles and the descriptive 
notes. Flora B. Ludington, formerly of the 
United States Information Library, Bom- 
bay, now librarian at Mount Holyoke 
College, is responsible for the editing 
of the list and for marking the items 
best suited to the needs of smaller libra- 
ries. She suggests that the books pub- 
lished in India may be ordered through 
Stechert-Hafner, Inc., 31 East 10th St., 
Ey. 3. 

During the coming months, while India 
is attempting to work out its problems 
of government, libraries will want to 
strengthen their collections of books relat- 
ing to this populous country. Of the recent 
books on India, Jawaharlal Nehru’s The 
Discovery of India is of first importance as 
it serves as an informal introduction to 
the social, religious, and political problems 


facing the interim government. Basic 


background information on language, art, 
archeology, philosophy, religions, litera- 


ture, and music is best found in The 


Legacy of India. Social and political con- 
ditions and their evolution after the gov- 
ernment of India Act of 1935 are set forth 
by Prasad in India: Social and Political. 
The influence of western civilization on 
life and thought in India and the some- 
what lesser influence that India has had 
in the West is the central theme of Mod- 
ern India and the West, edited by L. S. S. 
O’Malley for the Royal Institute of Inter- 
national Affairs. Changing India, edited 
by Raja Rao and Iqbal Singh, is an 
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anthology designed to show the evolution 
of Indian thought in political and philo- 
sophical spheres. Penderel Moon’s pro- 
vocative Strangers in India illustrates the 
way of life, modes of thought, and speech 
of the people and gives insight into some 
of the problems of district administration. 
Modern Indian Culture takes as its theme 
the social composition of the middle class 
and its future responsibilities. Inside India 
by Adib Halidah gives impressions of 
Indian life and the personalities who 
dominated the political realm in the 30’s. 
Margaret Cousins’ Indian Womanhood To- 
day gives firsthand material about the 
Indian woman’s movement and its prob- 
able lines of development. Gertrude 
Emerson is an American woman who has 
lived close to the people in a northern 
Indian village. Her Voiceless India tells 
of these villagers who cherish traditions 
of centuries and keep alive the essentially 
Indian spirit. K. R. R. Sastry in his Indian 
States presents the States as a training 
ground for statesmen who may have im- 
portant responsibilities in the future of 
an Indian Federation. 

Philosophy and religion are inevitably 
interrelated. This is especially true in 
India. Chatterjee and Datta in their An 
Introduction to Indian Philosophy ac- 
quaint the reader with the broad central 
ideas and spirit of Indian philosophy 
rather than minute details. Sir Sarvepalli 
Radhakrishnan’s Upton lectures delivered 
at Manchester College, Oxford, published 
under the title The Hindu View of Life, 
deal with the central principles of Hindu- 
ism expressed in the comprehensive word 
“Dharma.” Hindu Customs and Their 
Origins explains the caste system, un- 
touchability and the cult of the cow. 
Mythological customs, the lore of Hindus 
and Buddhists, and their sacred customs 
are simply told by Thomas in his Epics, 
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Myths and Legends of India. Generously 
illustrated, this volume also serves as an 
introductory book in the field of art. A 
useful book for tourists containing de- 
tailed descriptions of temple architecture 
is found in India’s Sacred Shrines and 
Cities. Modern Islam in India by Wilfred 
Cantwell Smith treats intellectual move- 
ments as well as political matters. For 
those who long to experience the inner 
life of the spirit as achieved by the prac- 
tise of Yoga, Claude Bragdon’s An Intro- 
duction to Yoga is a good first step. 

The history of India is measured in 
thousands of years, not centuries. Sister 
Nivedita (Margaret Elizabeth Noble) in 
her Footfalls of Indian History, empha- 
sizes the best features of ancient Indian 
culture. Ernest Mackay’s brief Indus 
Civilization tells of a civilization five thou- 
sand years old and its arts and crafts, 
architecture, customs, amusements, and 
general culture. A more recent period is 
explained in Rise of the Christian Power 
in India, based on Indian rather than 
western sources. 

To Shivaji, the founder of the Maratha 
Empire, are attributed the roots of Hindu 
nationalism. Dennis Kincaid’s The Grand 
Rebel tells of this leader who is the 
Indian counterpart of Frederick II and 
Garibaldi. The British period is exposed 
in Reginald Reynolds’ The White Sahibs 
in India. Among contemporary figures the 
philosophy and aspirations of both Gandhi 
and Nehru are available in The Mind of 
Mahatma Gandhi and in Nehru’s auto- 
biography Toward Freedom. In the for- 
mer volume Gandhi’s “eternal verities” 
are shown as expressed in his writings 
and speeches giving insight into his philo- 
sophical approach to India’s problems. 
Nehru’s personal testament is that of a 
leader and at the same time the story of 
India’s millions. A lesser, but more per- 
sonal account. is found in the autobiogra- 
phy of Nehru’s sister, Khrishna Huthee- 
sing, With No Regrets. 

Social science is not neglected in con- 


temporary India. Minoo Masani’s Our 
India, although designed to interpret In- 
dia to India, is of value to those in the 
United States who wish to understand 
India too, The author’s remedy is to en- 
courage village industries by means of 
loans, materials, aid in marketing, and im- 
provement of skills. V.K.R.V. Rao’s What 
Is Wrong With Indian Economic Life? 
deprecates the low average income, the 
high death rate, and other ills, while plead- 
ing for a planned policy of economic de- 
velopment to give the Indian a decent 
standard of living. Our Economic Prob- 
lems are explained by Wadia and Mer- 
chant as initiating in poverty which can 
be alleviated by the healthy functioning 
of economic institutions and harmonious 
functioning of social, political, and cul- 
tural institutions. India Speaking, edited 
for the Annals of the American Academy 
of Political and Social Science by Sir 
Manilal Nanavati and C. N. Vakil, is a 
valuable symposium on many aspects of 
ecntemporary India. The perplexities of 
the communal question are elucidated by 
Mehta and Achyut Patwardhan in The 
Communal Triangle in India. 

On the strictly cultural side, India’s 
contribution in the field of art is outstand- 
ing. The two most important volumes are 
Coomaraswamy’s History of Indian and 
Indonesian Art and Karl Khandalavala’s 
Indian Sculpture and Painting. They cover 
the historical and religious background 
and supply ample illustrative evidence of 
the high quality of Indian art. Indian 
Music by D. P. Mukerji is a brief intro- 
duction written for the non-Indian, which 
gives the reader a conception of the peo- 
ple as well as their music. 

Contemporary fiction in India is increas- 
ingly socially conscious. This is particu- 
larly noteworthy in the novels of Mulk 
Raj Anand whose Two Leaves and a Bud 
tells the story of indentured labor on an 
English tea plantation. Krishan Chan- 
dar’s I Cannot Die is a powerful and 
poignant story of the Bengal famine, a 
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vast and horrible social phenomenon. 
R. K. Narayan’s The Bachelor of Arts tells 
of college life in a south Indian town with 
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a typical European principal, Indian pro- 
fessors, young debaters, and enthusiasts. 
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English terminology and_ usually quotes 
money values in native and English terms.

In 1920, Captain Zacharias, U.S.N., went to 
Japan for the express purpose of learning as 
much as possible about the Japanese people 
and of learning the Japanese language. As- 
signed to Naval intelligence for 25 years he 
tells of spies and counterspies, elucidates the 
breaking of the Japanese “winds” code, and 
describes the psychological warfare of propa- 
ganda broadcasts. Much of the book reads 
like an adventure story.

In addition to 
his descriptions of the animals and fish, their 
habits and habitats, he often inserts interest- 
ing stories about them, drawing upon his per- 
sonal experiences. Fourteen beautiful color 
plates and innumerable lovely pen and pencil 
sketches enhance the text. An excellent gift 
book for young and old, but limited for library 
use by lack of an index.

The life of Thomas Stamford Raffles, the clerk 
of the East India company, who by hard work, 
study, and ambition became founder of Singa- 
pore and a potent factor in early British colo- 
nial policy. Much attention is paid to life in 
the early East Indian colonies, with long 
descriptions of native customs and compari- 
son of the British, Dutch, and Portuguese 
methods of colonization and trade. One 
wishes, however, that there was a little more 
about Sir Thomas and a little less of the 
author’s observations and opinions. Such 
sprightliness becomes boring before one fin- 
ishes 541 pages.

The story centers mainly 
around Moshe Wolfe, an orthodox Jew, his 
two sons Irving and Nathan, and Mary Mc- 
Carthy, daughter of an Irish Catholic who 
hates the Jews. Irving becomes a successful 
factory oWner and marries Mary. In the 
meantime Nathan, who is a cripple because 
of infantile paralysis, joins with the labor 
unions to fight the practices that have made 
Irving wealthy. All this makes a dramatic 
story of human beings beset by bigotry, pov- 
erty, and greed for which they find the only 
cure to be compassion and unselfishness.

Against the background of aristocratic Chi- 
nese family life, Miss Buck tells the story of 
a woman’s effort to lead her own life. Mad- 
ame Wu, a dutiful wife for 24 years, decides 
on her fortieth birthday to leave the marriage 
bed of her unloved husband. Calmly and 
efficiently, without asking the parties con- 
cerned, she chooses a concubine to take her 
place, although she continues to rule the 
lives of her sons and their wives. But when 
a foreigner is brought to the house to teach 
Third Son English, Madame receives a glimpse 
of the outside world which shakes her com- 
placency and makes her realize that she has 
acted selfishly in requiring sacrifices from 
other members of the family so that her own 
life will be as she desires. While lacking the 
strength of The good earth (BooK.ist 27: 363, 
Ap 31) this story gives an excellent portrayal 
of the Chinese landed gentry. It will be 
liked better by women than men.

In the early eighteenth century, beautiful, 
ambitious Anna Maulin of New York married 
John Peter Zenger, a German peasant lad 
who had been apprenticed to the printer Wil- 
liam Bradford. Zenger is a man of courage 
and stubborn will, but it is Anna who prods 
him into starting a newspaper, writes for it 
anonymously and, when her husband goes to 
jail for the writing, keeps the paper going 
until he is judged not guilty. According to 
the author, Anna is the colorful heroine of 
the first struggle for freedom of the press in 
America, which may or may not be historical- 
ly true, but it makes a glamorous and roman- 
tic story.
